In 1681 Mark Newbie established the first bank in the State of New Jersey. 

Then, on May 24, 1786 a bill was passed allowing the striking of copper coins 
in the State of New Jersey, namely known as the New Jersey Cents. These coins 
were, however, allowed to be struck in only three towns, the names of which are 
Rahway, Morristown, and Elizabethtown, now known as Elizabeth, New Jersey. 

It is interesting to note that the Governor of New Jersey in 1668 was George 
Carteret and that the town of Carteret was named after him. 


I would, therefore, appreciate receiving your kind cooperation in my search for 
books, maps, photographs of the mints and other material that was published 
about this subject that will be of help to me in my research work. 

Perhaps you might be able to supply me with the names of other banks, historical 
societies and libraries in the county or towns in your area that may provide me 
with the above information which I am very interested in obtaining.

Reverse C was made for Federal copper patterns 
originally and, as you know, was used in 1786 
for that purpose. Its use with New Jersey pieces 
began in 178 7 . The quality of this die is far 
superior to the other New Jersey dies. It shows 
that New Jersey dies were copied from it and that 
it was not originally made as a New Jersey die. 

I ara sorry you destroyed your St. Patrick 
farthing forgery. Tou did not tell me how or 
where you got it as I am still trying to find 
out who the maker of these dies could be. 

The most exciting numismatic find in ray 
life lately is the meaning of the word "bungtown”. 

I have worked on this for fifteen years and only 
this month found enough background to explain 
its meaning. I will keep this as a little surprise 
to you as it is too dirty. **hen I write it up 
it will be the dirtiest piece of numismatic liter- 
ature I have written. 

At the present time I am working on an 
invention of nature printing by Benjamin Franklin, 
which invention was applied to the leaves on 
New Jersey notes.

If it is an overstrike 
I feeltthat it would not have been profitable for 
Connecticut, etc. coppers to be overstruck until their 
collapse in value. By July 1789 Connecticuts were 
virtually I 48 to the New England shilling but at the end o 
1788 they must have been cheap enough to make it worth- 
while to uuy up and recoin in Jew Jersey. I would there- 
fore say the first half of 1789 for an over 3 trike in 
New Jersey. 


I hope I have been helpful. 

As you know, there are a lot of assumptions 
to this type of conclusion. Do you have any other facts?
